Supreme Court Rules That D ry Law

W ashington, May I.—The Supreme 
court of the United States by a 7 to 2 
division handed down a decision of 
far-reaching 
consequence

ramifications in the long controversy 
over extension of the American prohi­ 
bition law to vessels at sea. 
The principal points in the decision. 
Justices Sutherland aud McReynoids 
dissenting were: 
American ships may carry liquor 
and sell it as a beverage to pas­

limit. 
Foreign vessels may not bring 
liquor within the three-mile limit, 
even if sealed as ship’s stores. 
Doesn't Follow the Flag. 
The claim that “prohibition fol­ 
lows the flag,’’ heretofore main­ 
tained by the government, is not 
sound ami must be bolstered up by 
additional law to make it effective. 
Congress has power, which it 
may exercise at will, to prohibit 
intoxicating beverages on Ameri­ 
can vessels anywhere at any time. 
One feature of the new situation, ac­ 
cording to lawyers, is the legalization

Attorney General Says E v e ry .Agency 
at His Command W ill Be Used 
to Enforce the Law W ith­ 
out Favor. 


May 2.—Attorney Gen­ 
eral Daugherty announced that every 
agency at his command would be used 
to enforce the law against liquor on 
ships, as interpreted by the Supreme

W ashington, April 28.—In a care­ 
fully studied effort to check the rising 
tide of opposition to the adm inistra­ 
tion’s world court plan. Secretary of 
State Hughes, addressing the Ameri­ 
can Society of International Law here, 
declared that the United States by 
joining the court would incur uo risk 
of becoming involved in the league of 
nations. 
Replying to the criticism directed at 
the court plan by Senator Borah (Rep., 
Idaho) and other irreconcilables, Mr. 
Hughes insisted that the connection 
existing between the court and the 
league was so remote that the United 
States could not become entangled in 
the league. 
Moreover, he contended, every pos­ 
sible danger suggested by the critics 
of becoming involved was met by the 
reservations he suggested fo the sen­ 
ate when President Harding submitted 
the court protocol to the senate.

Ninety-five of the 102 counties in Illi­ 
nois have the service of a farm bu­ 
reau and farm adviser. 
In 25 coun­ 
ties at tile present time an assistant 
farm adviser Is employed. 
The mem­ 
bership in these organizations includes 
In 
round 
numbers 
00,000 
farm ers. 
W hile this membership seems large it 
does not represent the total num ber 
served, as many others depend upon 
the farm adviser for counsel and re­ 
ceive much assistance from his work. 
In order to extend tile teachings of 
agricultural truths the farm adviser 
finds it necessary to outline and carry 
out definite programs of work within 
his county. 
The programs th at are 
the most effective are carefully out­ 
lined with the assistance of members 
of the extension service and subject 
m atter departm ents of the university, 
as well as with the help of the farm ­ 
ers 
themselves. 
In 
following 
this 
plan the needs of the county are de­ 
term ined and projects selected which 
are the most likely to prove successful. 
W ith a well planned program, the 
work of the farm adviser becomes 
m ore 
definite, 
his 
inthienee 
more 
widely felt, and his accomplishments 
more likely to be appreciated by the 
farm ers of his county. 
It should not be assumed that a 
program can he formulated at the be­ 
ginning of each year that can be fol­ 
lowed to the letter any more than the 
fan n er can always follow out his pre­ 
season 
plans. 
This 
fact, 
however, 
should not Influence the making of a 
plan. 
A study of tile annual reports of 
the farm advisers of Illinois for the 
year ending December I, 1022, shows 
that their program s included several 
different kinds of service, prominent 
among which may be listed the fol­ 
lowing: 
Organization work, farm vis­ 
its, office consultations, field demon­ 
strations, 
community meetings, 
and 
boys and girls’ club work. 
It Is significant to note the large 
num ber of communities that have been 
organized in the state. At the pres­ 
ent tim e there are over 700 local or­ 
ganizations, most of which have been 
formed by the assistance of the I arm 
advisers of the farm bureaus and ex- 
! tension service, and furnish the means 
of reaching practically all the farm ­ 
ers in a county. 
Through these or­ 
ganizations leadership is developed, so- 
| elal activities encouraged and general 
; principles of co-operation taught. 
In the early years of the farm bu- 
| reau work in Illinois, the visiting of 


I farm s by the farm adviser was the 
! main feature of the work. 
W ith a 
small membership the adviser could 
visit every farm er in the organiza­ 
tion. 


tions have shown a double yield in the 
m ajor farm crops. 
In another county 25 meetings were 
held for the culling of seed corn for 
the purpose of elim inating disease by 
physical selection. The m eetings were 
attended by 591 farm ers who came ic 
see the methods used. 
From two to 
six seed plots were selected in each 
of the communities where meetings 
were held to observe the progress and 
results of the dem onstrations. 
The 
increase in the plots with selected 
seeds ranged from IO to 14 bushels 
per acre. 
Spraying dem onstrations have been 
held in a num ber of counties. 
In one 
county an increase of 32 bushels per 
acre of potatoes was secured through 
the use of supervised application of 
spray m aterial. D em onstrational meet­ 
ings were held at the tim e the pota­ 
toes were dug. 
Similar striking re­ 
sults were reported in other counties 
on this project. 
These results are not the most out­ 
standing, m easured in the financial 
guin secured, nor the most impressive 
upon the farm ers, but they will stand 
as an average aud serve to emphasize 
the opportunity offered in farm bu­ 
reau work in the solution of produc­ 
tion problems. 
Over 4,000 of these 
dem onstrations were held throughout 
the state during the year and the re­ 
sults witnessed by approxim ately 90,- 
000 people, or a num ber equal to the 
present membership in the farm bu­ 
reaus of the state. 
While the num ber of meetings held 
and the attendance does not give un 
adequate m easure of tho results ob­ 
tained it does serve as an indication 
of the interest in farm advisory work 
and the far-reaching influence of the 
extensive service. 
A total of 11,534 
farm bureau meetings were held last 
year with an attendance of 543,000. 
Office calls for consultation with the 
farm 
advisers were also strikingly 
large. 
During the year 229,000 calls 
were m ade at the farm bureau offices. 
Work with the boys anc! girls is oc­ 
cupying an Im portant place in the 
Illinois farm and home advisers’ pro­ 
grams. Over 5,000 club members were 
enrolled and conducted definitely out­ 
lined projects under the supervision 
of the farm and home advisers last 
year. 
Approximately 3,000 club mem­ 
bers exhibited their products at dif­ 
ferent fairs. 
These young people are 
learning the lessons which will assist 
in making them the agricultural lead 
ers of the future.

Springfield.—Governor Small vetoed 
the new Cook county jury commission 
bill which perm itted veniremen to se­ 
lect the term s of court a t which it 
would be most convenient for them to 
serve. 
The-veto was w ritten by the gover­ 
nor in Chicago and delivered by spe­ 
cial m essenger to Bert II. McCann, 
clerk of the bouse. 
The new* jury bill bad the backing of 
Cook county judges and many other 
persons and prganizations interested 
in a move to create a better jury sys­ 
tem. 
They believed the bill would re­ 
sult in selection of a higher class of 
uries. 
The bill was introduced by 
Representative Thon (Rep., Chicago).

The moving wave is accompanied by 
a magnetic field, just as a current is. 
This moving magnetic field produces 
an electric current in any conductor 
across which it cuts, just as an elec­ 
tric current is produced bv any other 
relative motion between a conductor 
and a magnetic field.

current thus produced is what causes 
ii current in the receiving antenna.

m ajor farm crops. 
In an other coun ty 25 m eetin gs were 
held for the cullin g of seed com for 
the purpose of elim in atin g d isease by 
physical selection . The m eetin gs were 
atten d ed by 591 fan n ers who came to 
see the m ethod s used . 
From two to 
six seed plots were selected in each 
of the commun ities w here meetin gs 
w’ere held to obierve the progress an d 
results of the d em on stration s. 
The 
in crease in the plots w ith selected 
seed s ran ged from 10 to 14 bushels 
per acre. 
Sprayin g d em on stration s have been 
held In a n um ber of coun ties. In on e 
coun ty an In crease of 32 bushels per 
acre of potatoes was secured through 
the use of supervised application of 
spray m aterial. Dem on stratlon al meet­ 
in gs were held a t the tim e the pota­ 
toes were d ug.

These results are n ot the most out­ 
stan d in g, m easured in the fin an cial 
gain secured , n or the most impressive 
upon the farm ers, but they will stan d 
as an average an d se rv e to emphasize 
the opportun ity offered in farm bu­ 
reau work in the solution of prod uc­ 
tion problems.

•‘For conspicuous gallantry and intre­ 
pidity above and beyond the call of 
duty in action against the enemy near 
Saint Hubert’s Pavilion, BourevHles. 
France, September 28, 1918. 
In com­ 
mand of Company E, Three Hundred 
and Sixth infantry, he led his men In 
an attack on Saint Hubert’^ Pavilion 
through terrific enemy macnine gun. 
rifle and artillery fire and drove the 
! enemy from a strongly held entrenched 
position after hand to hand flgiiting. 
“His bravery and contempt for dan­ 
ger inspired his men, enabling them to 
hold fast in the face of three deter­ 
mined enemy counter-attacks 
“His ciunpany’8 position exposed to 
enemy fire from both flanks, he made 
three efforts to locate an enemy ma­ 
chine gun which had caused heavy cas­ 
ualties In his company. On this third 
reconnaissance he discovered the gun 
position and personally silenced the 
pun. killing or wounding the crew 
thereof. 
“The third counter-attack made by 
the enemy was Initiated by the appeur- 


ance of a small Jetachmen* advanc­
